DUBLIN". April 3—Irish Republican 


Army mutineers have seized sufficient 
arms and .a muni lion to equip a field 
army of from 15 to 20 thousand men 
it was estimated today. It is general- 
ly admitted tjbat the situation Is more 
critical as a result of the defiance of 
the I. R. A. rebels. 


There were from two thousand to 


three thousand men in line in Sunday's 
march, all enemies of the Irish free 
state. 


Richard Mirlcahey, minister of de- 


fense in the Irish provisional govern- 
ment, is expected to take steps at 
once to fill the places of soldiers who 
foave joined tde rebels. 


The mutineer continue active day 


and night in the ou'tlying districts, 
seizing arms, ammunition, au'tomo-biles, 
motor cycles and lorries.

tive warfare Is being taken over by 
the mutineers.
